General  Rules  relating  to  Admission 

of  Patients. 


Parents  or  Guardians  seeking  admission  for  a  Child  as  In-  or 
Out-Patient  must  obtain  a  recommend. 

All  persons  unable  to  pay  for  adequate  medical  attendance 
are  suitable  objects  of  the  Charity. 

Patients  who,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Medical  Officer,  are  capable 
of  receiving  equal  benefit  in  the  Out-Patients’  Department  are 
not  admissible  as  In-Patients. 

The  following  cases  are  inadmissible ;  Infectious  Diseases 
other  than  Typhoid  Fever,  Confirmed  Consumption,  Insanity,  or 
Incurable  Diseases. 

In  consequence  of  the  continual  pressure  on  the  accommoda¬ 
tion,  preference  is  given  to  the  most  urgent  cases,  and  those  less 
urgent  are  dealt  with  as  Out-Patients  until  vacant  beds  arise. 

Urgent  cases  are  admitted  free  at  all  times. 

County  patients  living  at  a  distance  should  not  be  sent  until 
a  statement,  giving  full  and  precise  information  as  to  their  com¬ 
plaint  and  present  condition,  has  been  forwarded  to  the  House 
Surgeon  and  Secretary,  who  will  reply  by  return  stating  whether 
or  not  the  case  appears  suitable  for  admission,  and  if  so,  when  a 
bed  will  be  vacant. 

Attention  to  this  last  rule  is  most  desirable,  as  it  is  very 
distressing  to  the  Medical  Officers,  as  well  as  dangerous  to  the 
Patients,  if  cases  have  to  be  sent  back  on  account  of  no  beds 
being  available.

r"PHE  Board  of  Management  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to 
^  Subscribers  and  friends  of  the  Derbyshire  Children’s  Hospital 
the  Report  for  the  year  ending  30th  June,  1927. 

During  the  year  under  review  859  In-patients  have  been 
treated,  and  the  Out-patients  attending  the  Hospital  have  num¬ 
bered  5,317,  who  made  43,263  attendances  ;  this  shows  an  increase 
over  the  previous  year  of  108  In-patients,  327  Out-patients,  and 
2,873  Out-patients  attendances. 

It  is  a  source  of  gratification  to  the  Board  to  be  able  to  report 
that  the  result  of  the  year’s  working  shows  a  balance  of  £130  9s.4d., 
thereby  reducing  the  total  deficiency  on  revenue  to  £2,133  16s.  Id. 

From  a  perusal  of  the  Revenue  Account  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  expenditure  shows  a  decrease  of  £216  3s.  0 d.  compared  with 
the  previous  year,  but  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  expen¬ 
diture  of  the  previous  year  included  the  cost  of  construction  and 
equipment  of  Ward  3,  amounting  approximately  to  £450  0s.  0 d. 
Further,  the  income  shows  an  increase  over  the  previous  year 
of  £88  13s.  6d.,  reflecting  the  loyal  and  consistent  support  of  many 
friends  and  helpers  of  the  Hospital,  for  which  the  Board  cannot 
be  too  grateful. 

The  Board,  however,  regret  to  report  a  decrease  in  the  amount 
derived  from  “  Congregational  Collections,”  amounting  to  over 
£20,  and  they  earnestly  appeal  to  all  Ministers  of  religion  and 
Church  Councils  to  institute  an  annual  special  collection  for  the 
benefit  of  this  Hospital. 

Another  source  of  income  which  is  gradually  diminishing 
is  that  known  as  the  “  Cot  Fund,”  which  consists  of  sub¬ 
scriptions  paid  by  children  in  the  Town  and  County  of  Derby, 
and  which  is  not  to  be  confused  with  the  Cot  Funds 
later  referred  to.  The  Board  appeal  to  all  parents  to  interest 
their  children  in  this  Fund  in  order  that  by  their  contributions 
they  may  help  to  alleviate  the  suffering  of  their  less  fortunate 
brothers  and  sisters. 

The  Working  Men’s  Fund  Committee  generously  supported  by 
the  L.M.  &  S.  Hospital  Fund  Derby  Centre,  have  again  rendered 
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SDlendid  service,  the  amount  of  their  contributions  being  in- 
creased  by  £134  5s.  5d.,  and  to  this  Committee  and  their  Secretary 
(Mr.  C.  Robinson),  and  to  the  firms  and  all  others  who  have 
helped  to  maintain  the  Working  Men’s  Fund,  the  Board  tender 
their  warmest  thanks  and  hearty  congratulations  for  the  work 
done  and  on  the  success  attained. 

Mr.  Edward  Goodwin  is  also  to  be  congratulated  on  the  result 
of  his  labours  in  support  of  the  Working  Men’s  Fund  Committee, 
whereb}^  he  has  personally  collected  the  sum  of  £206  5s.  2d., 
showing  an  increase  compared  with  that  of  the  previous  year  of 
£61  7s.  Id. 

The  Lady  Collectors  have  again  rendered  wonderful  assistance, 
and  the  Board  desire  to  express  to  them  their  deep  gratitude 
for  the  work  carried  out,  often  under  difficult  and  trying  conditions.

JP'HE  Honorary  Medical  Staff  have  much  pleasure  in  pre¬ 
senting  their  Annual  Report. 

During  the  year  859  Patients  have  been  treated  in  the  wards 
of  the  Hospital ;  while  5,317  have  attended  as  Out-Patients 
Operations  requiring  anaesthetics  were  performed  in  425  cases.

Of  the  80  deaths  which  occurred  in  the  Hospital,  62  occurred 
of  Patients  within  forty-eight  hours  of  admission.  Of  the  total 
number,  20  were  of  Patients  under  the  age  of  two  years. 

The  Nursing  Staff  now  consists  of  5  Sisters,  1  Staff  Nurse 
and  16  Probationers. 

During  the  past  twelve  months  the  following  epidemics  have 
broken  out  amongst  In-Patients :  Measles,  1;  Whooping  Cough,  5; 
Chicken  Pox,  4;  Diphtheria,  11 ;  Enteric  Fever,  2.

The  Committee  beg  to  present  their  Annual  Balance  Sheet, 
and  have  again  to  record  a  substantial  increase  in  the  amount 
raised  for  this  worthy  cause,  the  amount  handed  to  the  General 
Fund  being  £2,760  9s.  lid.,  as  against  £2,626  4s.  6d.  last  year. 
It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  Works  Contributions  have  been 
raised  from  £1,929  4s.  3d.  to  £2,081  4s.  4 d.,  the  L.M.  &  S.  Rly.  ac¬ 
counting  for  £1,1.41  Is.  0 d.,  an  increase  on  their  last  year’s  total 
of  £32  16s.  0 d.  The  other  works  also  show  an  upward  tendency 
to  the  amount  of  £119  4s.  3d.,  their  total  this  year  beino- 
£940  3s.  6d..

Mr.  Goodwin  has  again  done  extremely  well,  and  having 
happily  recovered  from  the  indisposition  which  handicapped  his 
efforts  last  year,  has  increased  his  collection  from  £144  18,9.  Id. 
to  £206  5s.' 2d. 

Social  functions  have  not  been  so  prolific  a  source  of  revenue 
this  vear.  showing  a  decrease  of  £113  14,9.  2d. 

The  Whitsuntide  Fair  shows  an  increase  of  £44  4,9.  5d.,  and 
the  Prize  Draw  shows  a  decrease  of  £21  2,9.  10 d.  but  the  amount 
reailsed,  viz.,  £332  17.9.  Id.,  is  a  highly  satisfactory  one. 

During  the  year  a  number  of  new  collecting  boxes  were 
purchased  and  distributed  in  the  villages  and  townships  round 
Derby  with  encouraging  results. 

The  expenditure  shows  a  gratifying  decrease  as  compared 
with  last  year. 

A  very  happy  feature  of  the  year  was  a  special  donation  of 
£500  for  the  endowment  of  a  cot  by  the  British  Celanese. 

The  Committee  wish  to  express  their  very  real  gratitude  to 
the  workmen  of  the  town  and  county  who  have  so  splendidly 
contributed  to  the  fund  of  the  Hospital,  and  to  the  Showmen  and 
the  general  public  for  raising  money  for  the  upkeep  of  the  Instit¬ 
ution.

The  Fiftieth  Annual  Meeting  of  Subscribers  and  friends  of 
the  Children's  Hospital  was  held  on  Thursday,  the  3rd  November, 
1927,  at  the  Hospital  in  North  Street.

Annual  Report. 

The  Chairman,  moving  the  adoption  of  the  Report  and 
Balance  Sheet,  said  the  Report  began  with  a  note  of  gratitude 
and  closed  on  the  same  note.  This  was  Jubilee  Year  of  the 
Hospital,  and,  looking  back  over  50  years,  one  could  thoroughly 
appreciate  how  much  there  was  to  be  grateful  for.  Fifty  years 
ago  the  Hospital  was  started  in  a  comparitivelv  small  dwelling- 
house  with  six  cots.  To-day  it  had  51  beds,  and  was  thoroughly 
equipped  and  up-to-date  in  almost  every  respect  as  a  modern 
Hospital  should  be,  and  yet  it  was  not  adequate  for  the  demands 
made  on  it.  They  had  for  50  years  a  consistent  record  of  public 
service,  for  which  the  community  had  exhibited  its  gratitude 
in  so  far  as,  for  the  whole  of  that  time,  thellospital  had  met  with 
such  support  as  it  deserved.  He  thought  the  Hospitalwas  second 
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to  none  in  the  neighbourhood  so  far  as  its  resources  extended. 
It  had  been  consistently  wall  managed,  and  the  fact  that  that 
had  been  so,  had  been  amply  recognised.  And  yet,  in  spite  of 
their  modern  equipment  and  everything  that  had  been  done, 
they  could  not  meet  the  demands.  The  wards  had  to  be  over¬ 
crowded  sometimes,  and  they  even  had  to  refuse  patients  now 
and  then  ;  and  the  nursing  and  domestic  staff  were  not  adequate¬ 
ly  housed.  They  were  able  last  year  to  meet  the  strain  by 
converting  the  old  Isolation  Block  into  a  ward  ;  but  it  was  still 
left  the  question  of  accommodation  for  the  nursing  staff  unsolved 
Therefore  the  extension  of  the  Hospital  had  become  imperative 
They  had  received  a  munificent  gift  from  Lord  Belper  of  the 
only  piece  of  land  adjoining  the  Hospital  on  which  extension 
could  be  made.  They  had  some  handsome  donations  given  or 
promised.  The  Working  Men’s  Fund  Committe  was  as  alert  as  ever 
and  at  a  recent  Sunday  Concert  raised  £36  to  £40.  In  every 
way  there  were  indications  that  they  could  go  forward  in  that 
matter  cheerfully,  and  make  a  confident  appeal  to  the  great 
general  public  that  that  Hospital  should  go  on  from  strength 
to  strength  as  in  the  past. 

The  report  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Frere  and  carried. 

Election  of  President. 

Mr.  C.  M.  Hobson  proposed  the  election  of  Mrs.  FitzHerbert 
Wright  as  President  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  said  that  he  could 
not  help  recalling  a  piece  of  advice  that  “  you  need  never  give 
any  reasons  when  you  are  right,”  and  that  young  people  only 
gave  reasons  when  they  knew  they  were  wrong.  He  knew  that 
he  was  quite  right  in  the  resolution  which  it  was  his  joy  to  move. 
He  thought  Mrs.  FitzHerbert  Wright  would  be  the  verv  best 
President  they  could  possibly  have  ;  and  he  not  only  thought  so 
but  he  was  sure  that  they  thought  so,  too.  The  moment  he  gave 
any  reasons  there  would  be  disagreement,  which  would  be  tiresome 
and  inconvenient,  and  that  was  what  he  wished  to  avoid  at  all 
costs.  The  real  reason,  he  surmised,  why  she  had  consented  to 
act  as  President  was  that  she  wanted  to.  Why  did  we  do  these 
things  ?  Why  did  they  ask  her  to  be  President  ?  Why  was  he 
making  a  speech  to  them  ?  He  would  not  say,  “  Why  were  they 
listening  ?  ”  In  his  boyhood  he  could  not  see  the  use  of  doing 
something  because  one  did  not  like  it.  It  would  be  much  more 
important  if  we  could  only  persuade  people  to  do  what  is  right. 
He  did  not  think  much  would  be  done  by  going  about  bludgeon¬ 
ing  people  into  doing  what  they  didn’t  want  to  do.  The  Children’s 
Hospital  was  never  built  up  by  those  means.  To-day  it  was  as 
young  and  fresh  as  at  the  first.  It  was  a  kind  of  spiritual  Peter 
Pan.  It  was  possible  to  grow  without  growing  old,  and  that 
sturdy  youngster  of  fifty  winters  had  growing  pains  rather  badly

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at  the  present  time,  and,  after  the  manner  of  such  youngsters, 
wanted  a  good  many  things,  notably  £17,000  for  the  erection  of 
fresh  buildings.  He  had  great  pleasure  in  moving  that  resolution. 

Mr.  Stapleford  seconded,  and  Mrs.  FitzHerbert  Wright 
was  conducted  to  the  chair  by  Mr.  Reid. 

Mrs.  FitzHerbert  Wright  expressed  her  thanks  for  her 
election  and  the  kind  way  the  mover  and  seconder  had  spoken. 
She  felt  it  a  great  honour. 

Election  of  Vice-President. 

On  the  proposition  of  Mr.  Cheney  Bemrose,  seconded  by 
Mr.  Longdon,  a  vote  of  thanks  was  passed  to  Lord  Harrington, 
and  he  was  elected  Vice-President. 

Votes  of  Thanks. 

The  following  resolution,  moved  by  the  Mayor  of  Derby 
and  seconded  by  Mr.  Loveday,  was  passed  : — “  That  the  best

The  object  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  to  provide  for  the  reception  during 
sickness,  medical  treatment  and  maintenance,  of  the  children  of  poor  parents 
within  the  Town  or  County  of  Derby,  and  such  other  cases  as  the  Board  of 
Management  may  from  time  to  time  think  fit,  and  to  furnish,  with  medicines 
and  advice  as  Out-patients  those  who  need  not  or  cannot  be  admitted  into 
the  Hospital. 

In-Patients 

Children  shall  be  admissible  between  the  ages  of  two  and  ten  years  as 
ln-patients.  Very  urgent  exceptional  cases  allowed  by  the  Board  of 
Management  may  be  admitted  under  the  age  of  two  and  above  ten  years. 

Admission  of  In-Patients. 

In-patients  shall  be  admitted  at  10  o’clock  on  Fridays  only,  except  in 
cases  of  accident  or  other  emergency.  No  cases  of  a  contagious  or  infectious 
character  shall  be  admitted  into  the  Hospital. 

Out-Patients 

At  any  age  under  twelve  years  children  of  poor  parents  can  be  admitted 
as  Out-patients  for  medical  treatment  and  advice.  They  must  attend  at 
2.80  o’clock  on  Tuesdays  or  Fridays. 

Parents  must  bring  their  own  bottles  for  medicines,  or  deposit  the  value 
of  the  bottles  handed  to  them  as  a  security  for  their  return  clean  and  sound. 

Qualification  of  Governors. 

Every  annual  subscriber  of  £1  Is.  0 d.  and  upwards  shall  be  a  Governor, 
and  every  donor  of  £10  or  more  shall  be  a  Life  Governor,  of  the  Hospital. 

The  collector  of  £20  or  more  at  one  time  for  the  benefit  of  the  Hospitaf, 
or  the  organiser  of  concerts,  or  other  entertainments,  paying  £10  or  more 
within  twelve  months  to  the  funds  of  the  Hospital,  or  the  Minister  of  any 
church  or  chapel,  or  other  place  of  worship,  paying  at  one  time  a  collection 
of  £10  or  more  to  the  funds  of  the  Hospital,  shall  lie  a  Life  Governor. 

The  Working  Men’s  Fund  Committee  may  nominate  a  representative 
being  a  member  of  their  Committee  to  be  a  Governor— but  without  any 
privilege  of  recommends — in  respect  of  each  complete  sum  of  £50  contributed 
annually. 

A  committee  organising  concerts  or  other  entertainments,  or  collecting 
subscriptions  to  the  amount  of  £10  or  more  for  the  benefit  of  the  Hospital, 
may  submit  to  the  Board  of  Management  a  nominee  to  represent  them  as  a 
Life  Governor. 

The  Medical  Officers  shall  be  Governors  ex  officio. 

A  Life  Governor  renewing  his  donation  or  collection  of  £10  or  more  shall 
be  entitled  to  nominate  a  person  as  a  Life  Governor. 

Privileges  of  Governors  and  Subscribers. 

Life  Governors  of  £10  qualification  shall  be  entitled  to  three  recommenda-  • 
tions  in  a  year  ;  Life  Governors  of  £20  qualification  to  six  recommendations 
in  a  year,  and  so  on  in  proportion,  if  desired. 

Governors  being  Subscribers  of  £1  Is.  shall  be  entitled  to  three  recommen¬ 
dations  in  a  year,  and  Subscribers  of  £2  2s.  to  six  recommendations  in  a  year, 
and  so  on  in  proportion,  if  desired. 

Annual  Subscribers  of  10s.  6d.  shall  be  entitled  to  one  recommendation. 
A  family  subscribing  £1  Is.  to  a  “  Cot  ”  shall  be  entitled  to  three  recommenda¬ 
tions  in  a  year. 
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One  recommendation  shall  be  required  for  an  Out-Patient,  which  shall 
entitle  a  child  to  treatment  for  eight  weeks  if  necessary,  and  three  recom¬ 
mendations  shall  be  required  for  an  In-Patient,  which  shall  entitle  a  child  to 
treatment  for  four  weeks,  if  necessary. 

Subscriptions  :  when  Due. 

All  subscriptions  shall  be  due  in  advance  on  the  1st  July,  and  are  con¬ 
sidered  to  be  continued  each  current  year,  unless  notice  be  given  to  the 
contrary.  No  Governor  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  Special  Geneial 
Meeting  whose  subscription  is  unpaid,  or  at  the  Annual  Meeting  unless  the 
subscription  for  the  previous  year  be  paid. 

Board  of  Management. 

The  Board  of  Management  shall  consist  of  the  President,  Vice-President, 
Ex-Presidents,  the  Mayor  of  Derby  for  the  time  being,  Chaplain,  Treasurer, 
Honorary  Medical  Officers,  and  Secretary  and  12  Governors,  and  two  or 
more  Members  of  the  Working  Men’s  Committee  whose  number  shall  be 
regulated  as  follows  :  there  shall  be  at  least  two  such  members,  and  an 
additional  member  for  every  complete  £500  in  excess  of  £1,000  collected  by 
them  in  the  preceding  financial  year  with  a  maximum  representation  of  5 
members. 

The  direction  and  general  management  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  vested  in 
the  Board  of  Management  thus  constituted. 

Board  of  Management  Meetings. 

The  Board  ot  Management  shall  meet  monthly  at  the  Hospital,  at  such 
time  as  may  be  determined  at  the  first  meeting  in  each  year,  and  at  such 
other  times  as  shall  be  considered  necessary.  At  the  first  meeting  after 
the  Annual  General  Meeting  the  Board  shall  appoint  a  Chairman,  and  shall 
likewise  appoint  a  House  Committee,  consisting  of  four  members  of  the 
Board  and  the  members  of  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff.  The  Chairman  of 
the  Board  shall  be  a  member  of  the  House  Committee  ex  officio. 

Three  members  of  the  Board  shall  form  a  quorum. 

Duties  of  House  Committee. 

The  House  Committee  shall  meet  once  in  every  week,  and  at  the  first 
meeting  after  their  election  shall  appoint  one  of  their  own  members  to  be 
the  Chairman  of  that  Committee  for  the  ensuing  year.  The  Committee 
shall  have  the  care  of  the  household  arrangements  of  the  Hospital,  shall 
inspect  the  tradesmen’s  bills,  shair  enforce  the  observance  of  the  Regulations 
of  the  Hospital,  and  shall  notice  and  report  to  the  Board  any  irregularity 
or  mistake  on  the  part  of  the  officers  or  servants  of  the  Hospital,  and  shail 
appoint  and  dismiss,  and  make  all  necessary  arrangements  as  to  duties, 
salaries  or  otherwise,  with  the  nurses,  porters  and  menial  servants,  and 
shall  at  every  meeting  of  the  Board  cause  a  statement  of.  the  household 
expenditure  for  the  previous  month  to  be  produced  to  the  Board.  Of  the 
said  House  Committee  three  shall  form  a  quorum. 

During  the  interval  between  their  meetings  the  Chairman  of  the  House 
Committee  shall  be  authorised  to  exercise  their  functions  in  any  matter  of 
emergency,  and  shall  report  at  their  next  meeting  whatever  he  shall  have 
done  under  this  authority. 

Cots  and  their  Endowments. 

A  donation  or  legacy  of  £500  or  more  will  endow  and  name  a  Cot  in 
perpetuity.* 

Every  person  subscribing  annually  £25  or  upwards  to,  or  collecting 
annually  £50  or  upwards  for,  the  benefit  of  the  Hospital,  shall  have  the 
privilege  of  naming  a  Cot  for  the  then  current  year. 

Visitors. 

Subscribers  and  other  persons  interested  in  the  work  may  visit  the 
Hospital  on  any  day  (except  Saturday  and  Sunday)  between  2.0  p.m.  and 
4.0  p.m. 

Patients  may  be  visited  by  their  parents  and  friends  once  a  week  on 
Sundays  or  Fridays,  between  the  hours  of  2.30  p.m.  and  3.30  p.m. 
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being  of  the  Derbyshire  Hospital  for  Sick  Children,

from  Legacy  Duty),  to  be  raised  and  paid  by  and
